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Elba City Council Facing Grave 


Financial Problems 


The Elba City Council met Tuesday 
night for a very brief meeting and 
without Councilman D.M. English, who 
was reportedly sick. The meeting was 
late starting and was over before 8:30. 
The delay was caused by Mayor 
Folsom's having to assist two Federal 
marshals with some details of an 
investigation. 


Mrs. Drexel Kelley and daughter, 
Susie, were present and requesting the 
City sponsor Susie in a national contest. 
The cost of the sponsorship was $225. 
and they were told it was not legal to 
spend tax money on such private 
projects. Mrs. Kelley said if she had 
known this, she would not have asked. 


Mrs. Frances Bradshaw was present 
representing the Deep South Racking 
Horse Association. She asked for and 
received a resolution from the Elba City 
Council reserving Legion Field for the 
annual racking horse show during the 
last weekend in May. The resolution 
will include a statement that the field is 
available every year for this purpose 
until a special arena is constructed by 
the City for such activities. The 
resolution was approved unanimously. 


Bill and Mildred Morrow, and A.C, 
and Elizabeth Brunson attended the 
meeting to protest loud, profane 
language, squealing car tires, etc., at 
the Riverside game room. Mr. Morrow 
said it had no police supervision, and 


people stood out beside the road yelling 
loud foul language at all hours of the 
night. 

Mayor Bob Folsom agreed it was 
bad, and the police would do a better 
job beginning immediately. He added 
this was the same type people that were 
at the Bluegrass festival last weekend. 
He added ‘‘we don't want any more of 
that kind of carrying on in Elba.’’ 
Folsom said he went ‘‘out there’’ with 
the mosquito spray truck Saturday 
night. 


Folsom added that the Coffee 
County Health Department was ‘‘too 
busy”’ to investigate a ‘‘fly and maggot 
factory’’ behind the Big Bear. He said 
he had complained to the Health 
Department several times, but they 
wouldn't do anything about it. He said 
all they wanted to do was fuss about a 
chicken yard at the end of Plant Avenue 
that was as clean as a pin. Folsom said 
he advised the owner of the chicken 
yard to not do away with his chicken 
yard just yet. 


Folsom announced that no addition- 
al bids were received on the paving of 
Carnley Street, and the previous low 
bidder would be awarded the work even 
though the price was ‘‘way too high.”’ 
The low bidder is S & C Paving on a bid 
of less than $10,000. 


Overdrawn bank accounts made it 
necessary to transfer about $13,000 of 


funds. Actually, the Council transfer- 
red $23,000 to have enough to make the 
payroll Friday. The sewer operating, 
cigarette (recreation) and general fund 
were overspent. Money was transfer- 
red from the Sewer Reserve, Gasoline 
Excise Reserve, T-Hangar rent and 
Airport funds. Councilman Jimmy 
Wise pointed out that the Cigarette 
Fund would be able to repay the loan in 
a few months, 


The Council voted to meet at 8 p.m. 
Tuesday, July 8, to canvas the votes in 
the city election and to post the official 
winners. 


A discussion on the need to cut 
spending didn’t lead to any decision. A 
suggestion was made to cut some 
services for a few months. Folsom said 
the City could save money by charging 
for hauling off only one load of trash per 
household and charging for the extra. 
He stated they hauled off eleven loads 
of tree limbs from one house in 
Brookdale. 

The Council was told of a $60,000 
transfer of funds made by the Light & 
Water Board to the City in a special 
meeting at 6:30 Tuesday night. The 
Council then voted to make a $60,000 
down payment on the purchase of the 
Elba Exchange Bank building being 
purchased for a city hall. It is expected 
the building will be available by July 1. 


The Council meets again on July 1.

David L, Stokes, 30, a resident of 
North Claxton Avenue, has announced 
his candidacy for Place 4 on the Elba 
City Council. A native of Elba, Stokes is 
married to the former Suzanne Prior, 
and they have two children, Jake, 4 and 
Anna, 2. He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bill Stokes and the grandson of Mr. and 
Mrs. Roy McDowell, all of Elba. 

Stokes is employed with the Elba 
City Schools as the Trade and Industrial 
Education Coordinator. A graduate of 
the University of Alabama, he has a 
master's degree from Troy State 
University. Locally, he is a member of 
the Jaycees and is vice-president of the 
Coffee County Alabama Alumni 
Association. The Stokes’ attend the 
Elba Methodist Church. 

This is Stokes’ first bid for public 
office in Elba. He believes that his 
youth and his day-to-day contact with 
the citizens of Elba are assets to his 
being a city councilman. If elected, 
Stokes promises to fulfill the obligations 
of the office to the best of his abilities. 


FIRST DEPOSIT in the new banking 
facility of the Elba Exchange Bank was 
made Monday morning by Harper and 
Connie Grant in the account of Grant 
Brothers Grocery. Harper said he made 
his first deposit in the Elba bank in 
1939, and wanted to be the first to make 
a deposit in the new facility. 

The deposit slip prepared by bank 
president, Oscar Vaughan, was for 
“Two Kegs of Coins.’’ No amount was 


listeu us none of the participants had 
any idea how much money was in the 
two nail kegs.

Citizens Alerted About Rabies 


Being bitten by a rabid animal. . . 
few public health problems create a 
feeling of fear quite like this one does. 
Even knowing there is a rabid animal 
nearby often causes much apprehension 
and confusion, 

However, each year, without fail, 
many rabies cases are _ reported 
throughout the state of Alabama, 
Positive rabies in animals in the state 
increased from 13 in 1977 and 53 in 1978 
to 73 In’ 1979. 

In 1979 rabies was found in 25 
counties in seyen different species of 
animals: skunks, bats, raccoons, foxes, 
dogs, cats and a horse. 

Rabies was endemic in skunks in 
North Alabama counties adjoining 
Tennessee, while foxes and raccoons 
carried rabies in Southeast Alabama 
counties along the Florida and Georgia 
State lines. Rabies was found in bats 
throughout the state and nation. 

The Alabama Department of Public 
Health offers these suggestions for the 
control of rabies: 

1. All dogs, cats and valuable 
livestock should be immunized at once 
as the first step in controlling an 
outbreak in areas where positive rabies 
has been reported. 

2. Contacts with wild animals, 
especially raccoons and skunks, and 
with stray dogs and cat$ should be 
avoided. 

3. Any strange or abnormal behavior 
in animals should be reported to a 
veterinarian or local health department 
immediately. 

4. Wild animals should not be kept 
as pets. 

S. Bite victims should be reported to 
the county or district health officer so 
that appropriate measures can be taken 


to quarantine or destroy the biting 
animal. 

6. If wild or exotic animals and stray 
or unwanted dogs and cats are exposed 
to a rabid animal, they should be 
destroyed at once and the head sent to 
the nearest state health department 
laboratory. 

7. Dogs and cats that have bitten 
human beings must be placed in 
quarantine with a licensed veterinarian 
for 10 days. If symptoms suggestive of 
rabies develop, the animal should. be 
destroyed and handled as , described 
earlier. 

8. Unvaccinated dogs and cats bitten 
by known rabid animals should be 
destroyed and buried or burned imme- 
diately. If the owner is unwilling, the 
animal should be vaccinated immediate- 
ly and placed in strict isolation for six 
months. Dogs and cats that have been 
vaccinated within one year prior to 
exposure to a rabid animal should be 
re-vaccinated immediately and isolated 
for 90 days. 

9. Livestock bitten by a known rabid 
animal should be slaughtered immedi- 
ately. The exposed animal can be 
safely killed and the tissues eaten if the 
animal is slaughtered within seven days 
after being bitten. If the livestock 


owner is unwilling to slaughter the. 


animal, it should be vaccinated imme- 
diately and placed in strict confinement 
for six months. 

10. Contact the state public health 
veterinarian at the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health in Montgomery, 
telephone 832-3186, so that full inform- 
ation can be provided to other regula- 
tory agencies. 

Rabies clinics are scheduled 
throughout Alabama and the immuniza- 


tion fee at county clinics is generally 
below the usual veterinarian fee. 


Two Residents Of 


County Bitten 


The Coffee County Health Depart- 
ment reports that two residents of the 
county are presently undergoing treat- 
ment for exposure to suspected rabid 
animals. Richard Brown, Environment- 
alist for the Coffee County Health 
Department points out that the reason 
the cases are suspected instead of 
confirmed is because the animals were 
destroyed or allowed to get away. 

This treatment is expensive - it is 
determined by body weight - and also 
has some risk involved, Brown says. 

Any person who receives a bite or 
scratch from any animal, domestic or 
wild, which breaks the skin or is in the 
area of an open wound or sore, should 
first flush with water, then clean with 
soap and water and/cr disenfectant, 
then contact their physician. 

The county rabies officer and local 
health department should be notified 
regarding the bite and for instruction 
for proper procedure for handling the 
animal, 

Proper handling of the animal after a 
bite is extremely important. If the 
animal must be killed, do not do so by a 
blow or shot to the head, as the brain 
must be examined to determine if 
positive or negative. The head should 
be removed by a veterinarian, packaged 
properly and sent or delivered to the 
state lab. 

Extreme care should be taken in 
handling any dead animal, to avoid 
contact with saliva, blood, etc.

Visit Elba Dam

Federal and state officials visited 
Elba last Thursday to make official the 
$31,000 loan to Elba for a feasibility 
study on the Elba hydroelectric plant. 
The project is to determine if it is 
possible to put the plant back into 
operation and generate up to half the 
normal electric power used by the City 
of Elba. The study should be completed 
by March, 1981. 


Dr. Louis Centofanti, with the U.S. 
Department of Energy in Atlanta, was 
present and officially presented the 
check for half the loan to Elba Mayor 
Robert Folsom. He pointed out that if 
the project is shown to be unfeasible, 
90% of the loan yeiy probably will be 
“forgiven’’, or will not have to be paid 
back. He also said it was highly 
possible that by the time any construc- 
tion funds are needed, there will be 
some grant funds availabl., and if not, 
plenty of loan money will surely be 
available from both government and 
private sources. 


Centofanti said this was the first

such project funded in the Southeast 
and gave credit for this to ~ 
Folsom. He said Folsom jusy 
calling and writing until it 
approved, 


Ed Hudspeth, Director, State 
Energy Department, said he was 
excited about the project because, ‘‘We 
are headed for a bad energy crisis and 
such projects as this can help.’’ He 
noted that if such a crisis hits, 
politicians will catch it from the voters 
and will look quickly for some started

Unless some kind of 
miracle happens, Coffee 
County producers are going 
to continue to lose money on 
hogs the rest of this year. 
Unless a grower makes a 
good yield of soybeans (25 
bushels or above), he will not 
make yery much profit. 
Chances are that soybeans 
will be about 20-25 percent 
lower in price than last year. 
Only about one-half to two- 
thirds of the Coffee County 
corn crop was ever planted, 
and the dry, hot weather is 
ruining a lot of the older 
corn. 

About the only chance I 
can see for Coffee County 
farmers to make a profit is 
with peanuts. In order to 
break even, growers will 
need to make a good yield. 
Any profits made this year 
from peanuts will have to 
come from above average 
yields. 

I tell every group that | 
see that it is in the best 
interest of the people for 
farmers to make a decent 
profit. If he makes a profit 
and can stay in business, we 
are assured of a continous 
supply of high-quality food at 
a moderate price. If he can’t 
Stay in business, Shortages 
will develop and prices will 
skyrocket. So it is extremely 
important that farmers, both 
here in Coffee County and 
throughout the country, 
make a profit. There is no 
question about it. Many, 
many farmers here and else- 
where are struggling to keep 
afloat. 


TOMATO PROBLEMS 


Bre. llen of our staff 
works a lot on gardens and 
ornamental horticulture. She 
and I are seeing quite a few 
tomatoes suffering from 
either a magnesium deficien- 
cy or a calcium deficiency. 
These deficiencies some- 
times appear more readily 
during dry weather. 

Tomato plants with a 
magnesium deficiency have 
yellow spots with green veins 
on the lower leaves. The leaf 
margins on the lower leaves 
curl, 

Tomatoes suffering from 
a calcium deficiency usually 
have blossom end rot. This 
shows up as a dark, sunken 
spot on the bottom side of the 
tomatoes. 

You can correct the mag- 
nesium deficiency by spray- 
ing your tomatoes with 4 
tablespoons of calcium chlor- 
ide. Spray directly on the 
plants. ’

Winter rains accelerated 


a large oaving yully on 
Douglas Martin Farm in the 
County Line ¢ smmunity. 
The gully was reeping 
toward one of t ter 
cropland fields and he 
requested assistance trom 


the Soil Conservation Service 
to help correct the problem. 

In Coffee County there 
are many similar gullies 
where soils are easily eroded 
forming large washes and 
then gullies. Mr, Martin had 
watched the gully for years 
without any noticeable 
growth but since 1975 the 
gully has increased in size by 
over 75 feet in two directions 
and was approaching his 
fields. 

Because the watershed 
was relatively small the gully 
was treated using a tile outlet 
for discharge. The tile outlet 
gully control structure is 
built similar to a pond where 
runoff water is stored during 
storm conditions and re- 


leased usually within 24 
hours. Itis important to geta 
& «1 s!and of grass to protect 
dam and avoid additional 
erosion, At his time Mr. 
“Aartin has a pood stand of 
Brass on his dam and the 
gully is stable; had he waited 
till next year the gully could 
have cost him by losing part 
of his crop or valuable 
cropland. 

In the past, gully control 
was very expensive re- 
quiring 3 to 5 thousand 
dollars for most gullies, 
however by using tile outlets 
and small dams the expense 
is cut in half. The problem is 
the tile outlet sturcture can 
only be used where the 
watershed is less than 20 
acres or mostly in grass. If 
you have a gully you would 
like to correct, contact your

UP AND AT IT! 

Exercise, it’s good for 
your lungs and the rest of 
you, too, In the past, people 
didn’t exercise because they 
were sold on one of a number 
of misconceptions about 
exercise, First, they believed 
that exercise would increase 
the appetite and make them 
eat more. But Frederick J. 


Stare, M. D. and _ his 
colleauges at Harvard found 
that exercise does not 


stimulate the appetite in the 
overweight .. only in the very 
lean. The researchers also 


discovered that if you 
exercise until you are 
exhausted, you lose your 


appetite for a while. Though 
such fears are groundless, 


women often avoided 
physical activity because 
they thought they would 


develop a masculing build. 
And men and women kept 
from exercising because they 
felt they had to join a club or 
buy some special and 


expensive exercising equip- 
ment. Yet none is necassary, 
You can exercise without 
leaving your home; you can 
walk around the block, you 
can bicycle by yourself or 
with friends. The nature of 
the exercise is up to you, and 
so is the doing, because 
unless you exercise, you will 
not reap the benifits. 
Because, the muscles you 
don’t use, you lose. Exercise 
benefits the body's meta- 
bolism and even the bones. A 
pair of St. Louis researchers 
observed that mobilized 
fat and spared the body's 
protein. Other studies in- 
dicated that bones will 
remain strong during aging 
when people exercise re- 
gularly.

Farmers Eligible To Receive 


Disaster Protection 


Farmers who acurately 
report crop acreages an sign 
up to participate in the farm 
program will not only be 
eligible for price support 
benefits and deficiency 
payment, they will also be 
eligible to receive disaster 
protection, 

The 1980 program pro- 
vides for disaster payments 
to help farmers whose crops 
are severly damaged by 
weather conditions, _ac- 
cording to Rollan Day, Chair- 
person of the Coffee County 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation (ASC) 
committee. 

“Farmers who 
within their normal crop 
acreage (NCA) will be 
eligible to receive disaster 
payments based on a higher 
target level than those who 
exceed their NCA," he 
explained. 

Wheat and feed grain 
producers who crop yield is 
less than 60 percent of the 
established yield times the 
acreage planted for harvest 
may receive disaster pay- 
ments on the production 
losses below 60 percent. For 
rice and upland cotton 
producers, this payment is 
based on production losses 
below 75 percent.

“Coffee County farmers 
should notify our office if 
they expect low yields on 
their wheat crop due t 
severe weather conditions,"’ 
Mr. Day said. 

Farmers will also be 
eligible for disaster pay- 
ments when they are 
prevented from planting a 
program crop for harvest 
because of a natural disaster. 
However, planting to other 
later non-conserving crops 
musf also have been pre- 
vented due to a disaster. 

The ASCS official said 
farmers should notify the 
county office before harvest- 
ing or destroying acreages, 
or replanting to other crops 
when a disaster strikes. 
Accurate acreage and pro- 
duction reports must be 
maintained to assure full 
program benefits. 

The program offers crop 
protection against drought, 
flood, hail, windstorm, insect 
infestation, plant disease or , 
any other type of disaster 
which occurs through no 
fault of the farmer.

Mr. R. C. Pierce, Postal 
Inspector in Charge, Chatta- 
nooga, TN, states that the 
Postal Inspection Service is 
currently receiving com- 
plaints from persons who 
have responded to what 
appear to be legitimate offers 
of part-time, work-at-home 
employment = “help 
wanted’’ colunins when the 
only purpose of the ad- 
vertisers is to ‘‘sell’’ some- 
thing. The only requirement 
in most ‘‘work-at-home’’ 
promotions is that the pros- 
pect buy something from the 
advertiser. The advertiser's 
primary purpose is the sale 
of a set of instructions, or 
services, to the prospective 
home worker at a big profit. 
There is no real employment 
offered by these companies, 
as the ad implies. 

Generally, there is 
nothing on the face of the ad 
to indicate that the advertiser 
has anything to sell. It not 
only gives the impression but 
also, in the majority of cases, 
makes the direct statement 
that the advertisers are 
desirous of your services. 
The Postal Inspection Service 
repeats that the one thing 
common in all these alleged 
work-at-home promotions is 
the requirement that the 
prospect buy something from 
the advertiser. Remember 
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officer's future duties as a 
senior commander or staff 
officer.

Waterproof your foot- 
wear and sprinkle your shoes 
with foot powder or any of 
the foot antiperspirant 
sprays. 


CANNING 

Canning home grown 
foods can stretch the family 
budget while providing 
nutritious, tasty meals. But 
it's important to use the right 
equipment to properly pre- 
pare the food. : 

Pressure canners are re- 
commended more than the 
open kettle method of 
canning. Temperatures in 
open-kettle canning aren't 
high enough to destroy 
organisms that spoil food. 

Pressure canning is the 
only safe way to can low-acid 
foods like meats, fish, 
poultry and all vegetables 
except tomatoes. Pressure 
canners produce tempera- 
tures higher than those of 
boiling water. These higher 
temperatures are required to 
destroy botulism causing 
bacteria in these low-acid 
foods, 

Be sure your pressure 
canner is in shape for the 
season. Bring it by the 
County Extension Office in 
New Brockton. We'll test it 
for you free of charge.
